Yeiterday, the High Court of Jufticiary met, when, owing 
to the indifpofition of a matericl witnefs now in England, the 
trial at the inflance of his Majelty’s Advocate, againit Do- 
nald Mackay, formerly a porter belonging to the General Poft 
Office, acéuted of abitracting a letter from thence, containing 
a number of Five Pound notes of the Newcaltle Bank, was 
adjourned tilj-the 1¢th of June next. 

Yhe Coutt'then proceeded onthe trial of Jean Blair, fome 


the deceafed Sir John Swinton of Swinton, indicted at the in- 
ftance of his Mujeity’s Advocate, for the murder of Mrs Swin- 
ton, her mifltefs, on the morning of the 8th of November 
laf’. Mr Edward Macormick, as counfel for the pannel, ob- 
jected to the relevancy of the libel, on account of the infinity 
of the prifoner, at the time when the murder was committed; 
and inffted, that as #stention, which is the effence of every 
crime, could not be inferred, and indeed was not fo much as 
alledged in the indiétment, where a perfon is totally deprived 
of judgment, as Was evidently the cafe in the prefent initance, 
no punifhment whatever could be inflicted ; and that therefore 
the pannel fell to be afioilzied, and difmiiffed from the bar. Mr 
Alexander Abercrombie, on the part of iris Majetty’s Advo- 
cate, admitted, that if it fhould come cur from the proof, thar 


that this horrid murder was committed, {he was indeed an un- 
fit objeé& of punifhment ; that the learned gentleman who drew 
the indiétment had purpofely left out intention. on the part of 
the prifoner, becaufe it was fuppofed fhe had been infane at the 
time. But ftill it was necefary to bring her to trial, that the 
faét might appear ; and, if the was fiuod improper for punith- 
ment, that'their Lordihips’ might have it in their power to 
take fuch meafures as to prevent her from doing mifchief to 
herfelf or others in future.’ The Lords pronounced the ufaal 
interlocutor, finding the libel relevant to infer the pains of 
law ; but allowed a proof of the alledged infanity, and of all 
facts and circumftances tending to exculpate the pannel, or al- 
leviate the charge brought again{t her. 

The Jury were then chofen, and the Court proceeded to the 
examination of witneffes, which continued till after four o’clock 
in the evening. The evidence was then fammied up, on the 
part of the Crown, by Mr William Nairne ; and, on that of 
the pannel, by Mr William Craig. After which the Lord

The Jury, this day, re- 
turned a verdiét in terms of the above charge. _Upon which 
Mr William Nairne moved the Court, that, as. the pannel fell 
to be affoilzied, in. confequence of the verdict of the Jury, 
their Lordthips, as guardians of the Public, would naturally 
think of fome expedient to confine the unhappy woman, fo as 
the might be prevented, in cafe of being again attacked with 
infanity, from doing prejudice either to herfelf or any body 
elfe. No objection was made.to this motion by the counfel for 
the pannel, The Court, therefore, ordered her back to Bed- 
lam, where fhe has been confined fince the murder was com- 
mitted, there to remain till fuch time as her friends or rela- 
tions fhall find bail in the books of Acjournal, to keep her in 
fafe cuftody.

‘fulfon, a fond hufband, and a tender parent. But his cha- 
.raéter was mot without its blemifhes: He was too fond of 
er ; and would probably have endeavoured to render him- 
If abfolute, if he had riot ftood fo much in need of the love | 
and .affiftance of his fubjects in profecuting his ambitious 
fchemes. It was evidently this that compelled him fo fre- 
quently to confirm the chartrrs; which he generally did with 
an ill grace, and to ferve fome particular purpofe. The am- 
bition of extending his authority over all the ifle of Britain, 
was, in truth, the great~blemifh of this’ Prince’s character, | 
which betrayed him into many crimes and errors, and brought 
many calamities on both the Britith kingdoms. As his_ 
{chemes for the reduttion of Wales were fuccefsful, the cruel- | 
ty and iniquity of them have been long forgotten. But his 
attempts on Scotland having been ‘more unfortunate, -have ap- | 
peared more criminal; ahd his greateft admirers cannot deny, 
that he took an ungenerous advantage of the unhappy circum- 
{tances of the Scotch nation ;—that he abufed the confidence 
which they repofed in» him ;—and that he commitred many 
acts of injaftice and cruelty in endeavouring to eftablifh his do- 
minion over them.
